ON  THE 

INSPECTION  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES,  GAS  AND  ELECTRICITY 


To  the  Honourable 

The  Minister  of  Inland  Revenue. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  on  the  inspection  of 
weights  and  measures,  gas  and  electricity,  with  the  usual  statements  in  connection 
therewith,  for  the  Fiscal  Year  ended  March  31,  1911. 

1.  The  total  revenue  collected  during  the  year  for  the  inspection  of  weights  and 
measures,  was  .$98,661  80,  as  against  $92,814.05  collected  during  the  twelve  months 
ended  March  31,  1910. 

2.  The  total  expenditure  was  $117,062.15,  as  against  $110,281.62  expended  during 
the  year  ended  March  31,  1910. 

3.  Appendix  "A"  gives  a  summary  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
each  inspection  division. 

4.  In  Appendices  'B',  'C  and  'D'  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of  weights, 
measures  and  weighing  machines  presented  for  verification,  verified  and  rejected  during 
the  year.

6.  The  total  expenses  were  833,217.63  as  against  $36,633.55  expended  during 
the  year  ended  March  31,  1910.

On  July  1,  1909,  there  was  brought  into  effect  new  schedules  of  fees  for  the  ins 
pection  of  meters,  for  gas  and  electricity,  which  it  was  expected  would  lend  to  decrease 
the  revenue  from  these  sources.    Notwithstanding  the^e  reductions  the  excess  of  revenue 
over  expenditure  has  increased.    This  has  been  due,  to  a  great  extent,  to  the  increase 
in  the  use  of  electrical  energy  for  light,  heat  and  power  purposes. 

On  the  1st  of  July,  1911,  a  further  and  more  extensive  reduction  of  fees  took  place 
and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  revenue  after  this  next  fiscal  year  will  exceed  but  little, 
if  at  all,  the  expenditure  connected  with  this  branch  of  the  service. 

ISince  my  last  report  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  divide  the  Dominion  into  two 
districts  for  Gas  and  Electricity  inspection  purposes,  the  Western  district  embracing 
the  territory  within  the  Provinces  of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta  and  British 
Columbia  and  the  Eastern  district  comprising  the  Provinces  of  Ontario,  Quebec,  New 
Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Prince  Edward  Island.  A  chief  Inspector  has  been  appoin- 
ted for  each  of  these  districts  and  it  is  beleived  that  the  result  thereof  will  be  a  more 
efficient  administration  of  the  Acts  governing  the  inspection  of  gas  and  electricity. 

The  kindred  service  of  weights  and  measures  inspection,  it  will  be  observed,  earned 
as  in  the  case  of  the  previous  year  about  81  per  cent  of  its  actual  cost,  the  expenditure 
as  already  stated  having  been  $117,062.15  against  a  revenue  of  §98,661.80. 

As  stated  in  my  last  report,  the  department  has,  in  the  last  few  years,  sent  out,  for 
use  in  educational  institutions,  over  seven  hundred  sample  sets  of  metric  weights  and 
measures.    The  supply  is  now  exhausted  and  no  additional  sets  have  yet  been  ordered.
